To THE TRUSTEES OF THE PEABODY MUSEUM OF SALEM: 


est days in the history of the Peabody Museum of Salem. 
On that day, we opened the new wing and new entrance 
at the corner of Essex and Liberty Street to the public. A 
banner in blue and gold saying “Grand Opening” made by 
Priscilla Papin and others stretched the entire length of the 
Essex Street facade of the new building. Before this took 
place, members of the staff and volunteers assembled on Sa- 
lem Common, along with Glover’s Marblehead Regiment. The 
Regiment was reviewed by Philip C. F. Smith in appropriate 
costume. Then the entire contingent of the regiment, and the 
staff and volunteers of the Museum costumed to emulate one 
of the East India Marine Society’s parades marched from 
Salem Common to the new entrance. Here all were greeted by 
President Augustus P. Loring, other Trustees, and the Direc- 
tor. The Governor of the Commonwealth, Michael Dukakis, 
honored us with his presence and cut the red, white and blue 
Bicentennial ribbon which stretched across the entrance. The 
cameras flashed, and the crowd moved in. Fifty-seven hundred 
people toured the Museum that day—more than any other day 
in its history—and the institution was free to all on that occa- 
sion. The staff procession in costume was repeated in a morn- 
ing parade on Chestnut Street Day, June 12. Costume parades 
were an event of the East India Marine Society, held at the 
time of their annual meeting and dinner, when they also car- 
ried objects from the Museum’s collection. In the good interests 
of modern-day conservation and preservation of material, this 
exotic detail was omitted. 
As we have begun using the spacious new quarters since 
April, it has been an interesting experience for all of us. Many

problems have evolved which we did not expect, perhaps most 
notably that of communication between staff members in a 
plant now so enlarged. There have been others. We have had 
to learn to live with the building in a honeymoon period, which 
is not yet finished. But the spaciousness, the beauty of the new 
lobby and the interior, the convenience of the new education 
rooms, have all contributed to the most active period the Mu- 
seum has ever seen. Innumerable groups have visited us and 
held meetings, both during the day and in the evening. Many 
of these will be mentioned specifically in various sections of the 
report that follows, but there have been so many that it is im- 
possible to mention them all. 

One problem became obvious, and also expensive, imme- 
diately after beginning to move into the new building. Large 
sections of the old building had to be renovated to make them 
useful. All of the cellar floors and walls, for instance, were 
cleaned and painted. Fortunately, we were able to obtain 
CETA help to do a great deal of this. Beginning in November, 
plans were begun in expectation of doing the work for the sec- 
ond Cotting Room, for the old entrance, which will become a 
gallery, and for the new Robinson Room, which has heretofore 
been known as the Marine Room. It was voted to paint East 
India Marine Hall, which had become very shabby, imme- 
diately after the first of the year. 

Not only collections, but stock for the store had to be moved 
from the old stockroom to the new stockroom under the new 
shop. Books from the library were then moved into the old 
stock area. In fact, it has been constant moving and reorganiz- 
ing of material, and the work is far from finished. It will be 
several years before operations and collections are stabilized 
again. In the meantime, everyone involved, staff and volun- 
teers, are enjoying the stimulation and excitement. Even the 
Trustees feel this mood vicariously, while some are also deeply 
involved themselves as volunteers. 

It will, I think, be a long time before we have another year 
such as this one, although whenever I say something of this 
sort, it always turns out to be famous last words. 
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Finance, Development and Admissions 


The opening of the new wing created many dramatic re- 
sults, but perhaps none was more dramatic than the increase 
in attendance. Our grand total for the year 1976 was 102,381 
(for the fiscal year 1975-76 it was 101,030). This is the first 
time since we began charging admission that our attendance 
has gone over the 100,000 mark, and compares with the 1975 
attendance of 78,204. This is an increase of 30 percent, the 
second highest of any museum in the entire Boston metropoli- 
tan area. We have a complete breakdown which shows over 
44,824 adults, 13,850 children and 21,935 in groups, and 
21,772 for educational programs and special events. The total 
number of groups, mostly school classes, that came into the 
Museum numbered 879, of which 306 were guided, 298 
were unguided, 202 were in the children’s education groups, 
and 73 in adult education groups. 

As there still are, and always will be, many capital invest- 
ments which we must make in our buildings and grounds as 
well as increased operational expenses, our Development pro- 
gram will probably be an indefinitely ongoing one. At the semi- 
annual meeting of the Trustees on December 2, it was voted 
to set up a Development Department, headed by a Director, 
and including a Public Relations person and a full-time secre- 
tary. With the exception of Page Welch, who was formerly 
Director, and who is going to take on the public relations part 
time, the other positions have not yet been filled. It is hoped 
that this will enable us to generate the money to make the 
capital changes necessary, and the institution one of the most 
active and useful cultural centers in the entire metropolitan 
area. 

After running modest black figures in our finances for the 
last two years, because of all the things that had to be done, 
we regrettably ran a deficit for our financial year, which dates 
from October 1 through September 30, of $31,946.47. Con- 
sidering the magnitude of the operations, I think that we did 
very well to keep it that low. We also had to borrow nearly 
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three quarters of a million dollars against pledges and future 
gifts from our endowment to complete the building. This, for- 
tunately, is gradually being reduced, as contributions come in, 
and must be replaced before we continue with other capital 
projects. In addition to using endowment for the new building, 
we also bought the four important American Revolutionary 
War paintings from endowment, which is being replaced, and 
we had to transfer a substantial sum to set up a permanent 
pension fund meeting IRS requirements for our employees. 
This is a step in the right direction of very great magnitude 
indeed, and helps to give our employees, who have served the 
institution faithfully for many years, additional security in 
their retirement. 

Our membership contributed $37,064, and, under the 
leadership of Page Welch and an enthusiastic group of local 
businessmen, a new corporate membership has been estab- 
lished in three categories of $500, $250, and $100 each, 
which should add substantially to our income another year. 
Admissions were up dramatically to $61,065 from $35,204 a 
year ago. Transfers from the Museum Shop and other sundry 
funds increased from $23,000 to $36,903. Photographic de- 
partment receipts increased from $13,513 to $15,864 and 
our first annual year-end appeal and general contributions 
amounted to $18,805. There were other minor receipts, but 
our total income for general operating expenses for the fiscal 
year amounted to $367,909 compared with $314,966 a year 
ago. 

The Development Department, in addition to establishing 
the new corporate membership, has helped increase our regular 
membership materially. This increased community support 
through business, industry, and individuals is absolutely vital 
to the institution. 

Two special projects in 1976 have been successful in every 
way. This summer, the Museum chartered a boat for 350 of 
our members to spend the day in Boston Harbor watching the 
magnificent Tall Ships parade on an incomparable and un- 
forgettable day in July. Contributions to the Museum from 
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ticket sales totaled $3,645. Our fourth Hamilton Hall An- 
tiques show, now held annually, is described elsewhere. 

In addition to our corporate membership, another important 
change was made in our individual membership, which has 
increased some 25 percent in the past year. Hitherto, a single 
letter reminding members that the year is up has been sent out 
in the spring, and the dues trickled in over the year, although 
most of them have come in at one time, making a very heavy 
work load on our accounting department. Because of that, mem- 
bers will now be billed two months before the date when they 
joined, reminding them that their membership will expire two 
months hence. This will spread the work load around the year 
for the staff, and make the memberships more precise for the 
members. The corporate membership could not have been set 
up during the summer without a committee of twelve enthusias- 
tic Salem businessmen, headed by Carter Harrison and 
Michael Davenport, who met with Page Welch and other 
members of the staff to determine how best the Museum could 
serve businesses through membership, at the same time estab- 
lishing a strong new community support. We are indebted to 
that committee for their hours of time, thought and hard work. 
With their help, we feel we have developed an excellent mem- 
bership program for the mutual benefit of business and in- 
dustry and the Museum. Fifteen corporate members have 
joined in the last two months, and we hope there will be many 
more in 1977. All those who have joined in the calendar year 
are listed in the back of this report. Combined with the dramatic 
increase in individual and family memberships, nothing could 
be more gratifying and encouraging to all of us than the in- 
terest and support demonstrated by the business community 
at a time when the Museum is experiencing unprecedented 
growth in programs, exhibits, and staff. 

We have been particularly pleased with the grants from 
foundations; the second $30,000, completing the total of 
$60,000 from the National Endowment for the Arts towards 
our new exhibits, was received during the year. The Marine 
Society at Salem gave towards maritime exhibits. Financial as- 
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sistance was also provided by the Massachusetts Council on 
the Arts and Humanities for the installation of new exhibits. 
Since the end of the fiscal year, there have been several others, 
including a handsome grant from the Abbot and Dorothy H. 
Stevens Foundation to the Development Fund. 

As, except for the fiscal section, this is a report on the 
calendar year, I am including the names of everyone who has 
given during 1976 in the lists at the back of this report. In 
addition to Development, gifts for general purposes have been 
received from Mrs. Alfred Harrison, and Mr. and Mrs. John 
Dominis Holt and a number of others in mostly small amounts. 
The Linn and Paul Fenimore Cooper Foundation made a con- 
tribution again towards our Eskimo ethnohistorical research, 
and Mrs. Ruth K. Hanner made contributions for research on 
Polynesia. The American Neptune received contributions from 
Mr. G. Munsen, Mr. John C. Bower, Jr., and Dr. E. K. Havi- 
land. There was an anonymous gift for the Education Fund, as 
well as a gift from the Plumsock Fund for the same purpose. 
Gifts for publications came from G. Peabody Gardner, Mr. 
Herman Edwards, C. A. Cummins, and J. Welles Henderson. 
There was an anonymous gift for the purchase of a “Zanzibar” 
toy collection. Francis B. Lothrop contributed to the Rare Book 
and Picture Fund, and Mrs. Lothrop contributed for improve- 
ments for the garden. Mrs. Stephen Wheatland gave a number 
of plants which now decorate the new wing, and Stephen 
Wheatland made a contribution for various special projects; 
Mr. William M. Fowler and Fellows and Friends contributed 
towards the purchase of the Revolutionary War paintings. Mr. 
Charles E. Cotting and Lawrence Coolidge contributed for 
special projects, and Russell W. Knight made a contribution 
to the Maritime Marblehead Fund. Total contributions for the 
fiscal year for all purposes amounted to $505,741.17, and for 
the first quarter of our 1976-77 fiscal year, we have received 
$228,372.22, substantial amounts that are helping us enor- 
mously to replace endowment, and to accomplish a great many 
necessary and desirable things. We are extremely grateful to 
all individuals, organizations, businesses, industries, founda- 
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tions, and trusts that have made this all possible. If this scale of 
interest continues for the remainder of our fiscal year, it should 
not only help replace our endowment and development, but also 
cut down our projected deficit of $67,945 for the coming year. 
In estimating income for the coming year, we have been, we 
feel, most conservative particularly in the areas of attendance 
and memberships. 

We are discontinuing the long list of individuals who con- 
tributed to the building (and which has accumulated for some 
six years) now that the building is finished. We shall list, how- 
ever, in the back of this report and future reports, individuals, 
foundations, and other organizations who contribute to the 
Development Fund each calendar year. 


Accessions 


There are years when accessions to the Museum collections 
are rather slim and there are others that can be described only 
as phenomenal. This year has been one of the latter. So many 
things have been added to the Museum collections of primary 
importance that it is difficult, except in a few cases, to select 
those which are of preeminence and still keep this report 
within sensible bounds. 

In the department of Maritime History there were fourteen 
oil paintings, 202 watercolors and sketches, 554 prints, 573 
photographs and negatives, 139 tools, 1 ship model, and more 
than fifty miscellaneous items. But the statistics do not tell the 
story—it is the quality and importance of so many of these 
pieces that immediately give added stature to the already dis- 
tinguished collections of this institution. 

For instance, Mrs. Charles E. Cotting gave the most ex- 
quisite oil portrait by John Singleton Copley of her ancestor, 
Sarah Erving Waldo, daughter of John Erving, and wife of 
Colonel Samuel Waldo. To my mind this is one of the finest 
Copleys I have ever seen, beautifully painted, stunning color, 
and exquisite posture and background. It is accompanied by 
a sampler made by Miss Erving in 1750 when she was thirteen 
years old, and hangs as a centerpiece in the Cotting Room. 
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This is certainly the single most important accession of the 
year. 

From the point of view of maritime history, the most impor- 
tant acquisition in a great many years is a series of four oils 
painted in 1779 by the British marine artist Francis Holman. 
These were purchased out of endowment which we are re- 
placing with the gifts of interested Fellows, Friends, and 
foundations. The action depicts the naval engagement on July 
7, 1777, between the American frigates Hancock and Boston 
and the British warships Rainbow and Flora. The Hancock 
and Boston were accompanied by the British frigate Fox, which 
they had earlier captured as a prize. The battle was a disaster 
from the American point of view. The Hancock was captured 
and the Boston fled, under Captain Hector McNeill, who was 
cashiered. There are, however, very, very few contemporary 
paintings of American Revolutionary War naval engagements, 
and both of these American frigates were local ships. The four 
pictures were painted for John Brisbane, R.N., a Scot and 
Captain of one of the British frigates. Aside from the interest 
of the naval engagement itself, the history of the paintings is 
unusually interesting, and Mr. Smith, our Curator of Mari- 
time History, has written a small book on both the history of 
the paintings and the history of the engagement, which we 
shall publish in the spring of 1977. All four paintings will be 
reproduced in full color, along with other appropriate illustra- 
tions of sketches of the battle, and some of the individuals in- 
volved. In connection with the acquisition of these paintings, 
Mr. Smith has given us a handwritten document by Benjamin 
Henderson of Salem, great-great-great-grandfather of the 
donor, summarizing his service during the American Revolu- 
tion, and including his service aboard the Continental frigate 
Boston during the engagement shown in the four Holman 
paintings. 

Francis B. Lothrop gave us three important oil paintings of 
whaling scenes. One is of the first American steam whaler, 
Mary and Helen, by C. S. Raleigh of New Bedford, 1879, the 
second is a fine picture of the English whaler Molly in the 
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Arctic, by the well-known English artist R. Willoughby, dated 
1806, and the third of an English whaling fleet in the Arctic 
by J. Harewood, 1814. Mrs. Lot M. Hamlin gave us an oil by 
Frank W. Benson of Salem, formerly a Trustee on our Board, 
of a Chesapeake Bay retriever and goose, which he gave to 
Edward Lawrence Pierson (1860-1935) and Genevieve 
Shreve Pierson (1869-1923) as an engagement present. It was 
believed to have been painted at Eastham on Cape Cod at a 
camp owned by Mr. Benson and two of his brothers-in-law. 
The dog belonged to Mr. Blaney, a Boston artist and friend of 
Mr. Benson. A perfectly enchanting pair of little oil paintings 
by John Cranich, entitled “Tailor’s Companion to the Sailors” 
and “Sailor’s Companion to the Tailors” was given us by Sar- 
gent Bradlee. Mr. Daniel Short gave an oil painting by Fred 
Pansing of the steamship S.S. Potsdam and a watercolor of the 
steamboat Massachusetts, while Francis W. Dolloff added an 
oil painting of the “Giocomo de Genoa” at East Gloucester by 
John H. Wheaten in 1912. 

Some of the watercolors were equally impressive. Mrs. 
Franc D. Ingraham gave three of the most beautiful Roux 
paintings that I have ever seen. Two by Frangois Roux are of 
the French barks Le Rhéne and Parnasse, both painted at Mar- 
seilles in 1857 and 1856 respectively. The third picture is a 
small watercolor of two unidentified ships by Frederic Roux, 
painted in 1844. 

Included among other originals are two small watercolors 
of lifesaving scenes from Mr. Richard B. Holman, and six 
paintings on pith paper from China from Mr. and Mrs. Walter 
M. McKim. Mrs. David Wheatland gave a series of eight ex- 
quisite little pen and ink sketches on paper-doily cards by 
Henry William Herbert, an English sportsman and author, 
who wrote under the name of Frank Forrester, and settled in 
Bangor, Maine, where he married a Miss Barker. Mrs. Alice 
S. Bourgoin gave a sketchbook, which includes pencil sketches 
of coasting schooners and birds, a rather extraordinary com- 
bination of interests, by Fidelia Bridges of Salem and New 
Canaan, Connecticut. 
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The largest iconographic collection of all, and also one of 
very high quality, is a lot of 644 prints and drawings from 
Mr. and Mrs. John D. Holt. Of this number, 494 relate to 
China and the China Trade. There are also prints after the 
great English artist William Hodges, twenty-six by D’Oily, 
twenty portraits of eminent people involved in the Far Eastern 
Trade, and many other treasures. 

Both Stephen Wheatland and Francis B. Lothrop continued 
to build up our print collection. Mr. Wheatland gave three 
prints from Frangois Roux watercolors of the French ships 
Le Valmy, La Bretagne, 1860, and Le Didon, 1828, as well 
as three lithographs by the late George C. Wales. Mr. Lo- 
throp gave a set of Borget reproductions from the City Hall 
Museum, Hong Kong, various Chinese posters, and a most im- 
portant series of fourteen prints made from sketches during the 
voyage up Wellington Channel in search of Sir John Frank- 
lin’s missing ships, the Erebus and Terror, by Commander 
Walter W. May, R.N. He also gave a very rare broadside of 
James Mugford’s Funeral Elegy, 1776. 

Mr. Albert Goodhue presented a set of prints of ship por- 
traits by the Roux family entitled L’Age D’Or de la Marine 
ad Voile. Mrs. Ralph Lawson gave several etchings by her 
father, Frank W. Benson, of the seals of the Peabody Museum 
of Salem and the Essex County Ornithological Club. Mr. Paul 
Blum gave a Japanese print probably of the British survey ship 
Mariner, Captain Matheson, 1849, along with two small 
watercolors of the Suez Canal. Francis B. Lothrop added two 
Lahainaluna engravings (those excessively rare prints done on 
copper from ships’ bottoms by the early missionaries in the 
Hawaiian Islands), to our collection, along with two drawings 
by A. T. Agate, one of the official artists on the Wilkes Pacific 
Expedition. Charles E. Mason, Jr., gave a colored lithograph 
of the steamship Britannia in the ice in Boston Harbor, pub- 
lished by W. Ridley of Liverpool. 

In addition to the oil paintings mentioned, Sargent Bradlee 
gave us several photographs and daguerreotypes of members 
of the Crowninshield family, along with a letter from Ben- 
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jamin Crowninshield to Captain Bancroft of the ship Mocha, 
dated February 18, 1805, and other documents. 

Other photographs included an album of forty-one photo- 
graphs, taken by Edwin H. Lincoln, about 1885 (whose col- 
lection of negatives we acquired a few years ago) from William 
Endicott, with six photographs of the first launching at Hog 
Island, Philadelphia, September, 1918, and nine of Lincoln’s 
glass negatives. Mr. Lothrop gave us 178 photographs of 
drawings by Tinqua in the City Art Museum of Hong Kong 
along with many other prints and photographs. 

While we acquired only one ship model this year, it is one 
of extraordinary grace and beauty, carved of ivory, and given 
by Gordon C. Prince in memory of his late wife. The frigate 
under full sail under a glass dome is one of the finest models of 
its kind we have received in recent years. 

We were fortunate in being able to acquire this year one of 
the excessively rare stone carved figures of a sea captain made 
at Malta some time in the nineteenth century. Ours is of Cap- 
tain E. H. Howes, of Chatham. So far as we know, there are 
only two others of these stone carvings of New England sea 
captains known. In my opinion they are probably all by one 
artist. 

While nothing as spectacular in the silver line as the Cap- 
tain John Derby Paul Revere sugar urn was given to us this 
year, we did receive from Malcolm Johnson a silver spoon 
and fork which belonged to Commodore Isaac Hull, engraved 
with the Hull crest and with good documentation. Mr. Joseph 
Pyne gave us a silver knife and fork from the Cunarder Queen 
Mary. The interscholastic Yacht Association deposited the 
handsome silver Mallory trophy of the Association, and Mr. 
H. Hobart Holly gave us nine pieces of silver from various 
New York packet ships, together with a gold watch and letter 
of appreciation given to Robert Carnley, great-grandfather of 
the donor, by Nathan Cobb, shipmaster, on delivery of the 
New York to Liverpool packet ship Orpheus, May 11, 1832. 

Our appeal for antique woodworking tools had excellent re- 
sults. Mrs. Franz Ingelfinger gave us a collection of 125 tools, 
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many of which came from shipyards in Essex, to be known as 
the Margaret Homer Shurcliffe carpenter tool collection. An- 
other group of several early interesting tools came from David 
R. Mulcahy, and a good many other individuals presented 
single pieces. 

There were some interesting miscellaneous things. Among 
the instruments, for example, there was a combination parallel 
ruler and protractor from Mr. Lothrop, a barograph to be 
kept operating and on exhibit in memory of Frederic L. Woods 
from Mr. and Mrs. Fred L. Woods, Jr., and Mr. H. Sherman 
Holcomb built us a machine for taking the lines off half models, 
which will be invaluable and save a great deal of time. 

The various miscellaneous items ranged all the way from a 
very specialized wheelbarrow carried on coasting schooners 
for loading four-foot wood onto vessels, which I gave in mem- 
ory of my father. So far as I know, it is the only one surviving 
anywhere although they were common when I was a boy and 
watched vessels being loaded at all the little wharves along my 
section of the Maine coast. Mrs. Chandler Robbins II gave a 
diving helmet and pump which belonged to Clarence and 
Henry Birdseye of Gloucester, the inventor of frozen food. 
Mrs. A. Bela Sziklas gave President Madison’s commission to 
Captain Ropes for the frigate America, 1811, Mr. and Mrs. 
Willard C. Cousins gave a Simon Willard Banjo clock which 
belonged to the donor’s great-grandfather, Mr. James Ballard 
of Salem and, perhaps most extraordinary of all, a Polish 
sailor, Eugeniusz Tomaszewski, gave a collection of stamps 
which were used among the ships caught for some seven years 
in Great Bitter Lake when the Suez Canal was closed. They 
called them the “Olympic Stamps”; they were among the enter- 
prises that the crews did for amusement during those boring 
years (even though they were rotated every few months) when 
they lived on the ships caught in Great Bitter Lake. 

We were saddened this year by the death of an old friend, 
Philip Little, Jr., son of the well-known Salem painter of that 
name. He lived in Minnesota but he was fond of his home 
town and the Museum. He left us, under his will, a superb 
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Chinese camphorwood captain’s table, a captain’s liquor chest 
with bottles and glasses, and an embroidered ship picture. In 
addition, his son, Charles M. Little, gave us a fine collection 
of twenty-two pieces of blue and white (some decorated with 
gold) Chinese export porcelain from his father’s estate. 

Altogether, the Ethnology Department received 2,057 
pieces. This is between five and six times as many pieces as the 
department took in last year. Of these, 292 artifacts came 
from China. The most important accession of Chinese export 
porcelain contained over 110 pieces given anonymously, in 
superb condition, and ranging in date from the mid-eighteenth 
to the mid-nineteenth century. Dr. Josephine Murray deposited 
from the estate of her aunt, Miss Harriet Rantoul, twenty- 
three pieces of Chinese export, both porcelain and lacquerware. 
A salad plate of the famous De Witt Clinton service was given 
us anonymously, and we received on deposit a Chinese export 
platter from the service of Samuel Vaughn—one of the most 
important early heraldic Chinese sets in America. Carl Cross- 
man continued to add to our collections of both Chinese and 
Japanese export porcelain, and we were fortunate to be able 
to purchase through the Anna Pingree Phillips Fund, a Chinese 
export lacquer sewing table with all accessories, brought back 
by Captain William Hunt of Salem, many of whose things are 
already in our collections. Other important Chinese items in- 
cluded a caned folding chair, along with other objects, from 
Miss Helen C. Hagar and a pair of carved wooden figures of 
men riding three-legged frogs, together with four Chinese 
bronzes, from Sargent Bradlee. 

The unusual number of 251 Chinese export porcelain pieces, 
many of them of extraordinary historical and artistic impor- 
tance, were added to our collection. Mrs. Jhan Choate gave in 
memory of her son a carved jade petal bowl and a handsome 
painted Chinese screen which will be on special exhibition 
later on. 

Next to China, the largest number of Oriental items came 
from Japan—136 all together. Eighty-six of these were from 
Mrs. Catherine Whyte and most were collected by her grand- 
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father, Edward S. Morse, former Director of this Museum. Mr. 
and Mrs. Daniel Blake continued to add to the extraordinary 
collection of Japanese folk toys. They gave 28 more this year 
and their friends, Mr. and Mrs. Marcy Eager gave four kites 
to the collection, and Miss Ryoko Hairai Masuoko added a 
Japanese firefly fighting kite. 

There were two important collections from India. We were 
enabled through the generosity of an anonymous donor to pur- 
chase, from the estate of the late Edward B. Rushford, long a 
good friend of the Museum, seven nineteenth-century Indian 
toys and a pair of carved wooden figures. William Endicott 
gave us twelve framed watercolors of individuals showing 
different occupations, seven watercolors of inlaid designs on 
the Taj Majal, dated 1868, and four framed watercolors of 
Indian gods and reincarnations. 

Accessions from the Pacific have been unusual in recent 
years. Dr. D. Carleton Gajdusek gave 191 pieces, mainly from 
New Guinea but some from Micronesia and other Melanesian 
islands as well. The most important is a wonderfully carved 
Bis Pole from the Asmat region and a drum from the Sepik 
area. He also deposited several hundred more pieces. Sidney 
N. Shurcliff presented eleven objects which he collected in 1929 
on the Crane expedition to New Guinea and Melanesia, as well 
as eight albums of photographs, and a published book and 
diaries resulting from that famous expedition. Mrs. Ruth K. 
Hanner gave a collection of 129 rubbings of Hawaiian petro- 
glyphs together with a large number of slides and files on the 
subject. 

The largest single gift in Ethnology for the year was 789 
catalogued artifacts deposited from the Andover-Newton 
Theological School in Newton, mostly from Southeast Asia, 
China, India, the Pacific, and American Indian areas. This 
collection is so large and so diverse that there has hardly been 
time to digest it. It includes a great many things collected by 
the famous missionaries including Adoniram Judson and many 
others. The collection also includes several handsome chairs 
which belonged to Judson, one that belonged to Samuel Fran- 
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cis Smith, the author of America, and the pew from the Taber- 
nacle Church in Salem where the ordination services were held 
before Judson and the other missionaries departed for India. 
Arrangements are being made for these to be appropriately 
placed in the Essex Institute or elsewhere. 

Two large miscellaneous collections of some importance 
were 51 assorted pieces of treen from Helen C. Hagar and a 
collection of 43 fans from Mrs. Prudence W. Leonard. Mr. 
William C. Hammond gave two handsome oriental rugs, one 
an antique Kerman, and the other an antique Turkish mohair 
of extraordinary beauty. 

Willard C. Cousins continued his interest with a very well 
engraved powder horn of Charles Stuart, 1742, and an eigh- 
teenth-century shot pouch. He also arranged for us to purchase 
a rare eighteenth-century Indian musket used in the fur trade 
in the Northeast. Miss Eleanor Broadhead continued to make 
various gifts including a fine black San Ildefonso, Taos, New 
Mexico bow] and other Indian items, and the Misses Aimée and 
Rosamond Lamb gave a Burmese alabaster Buddha which was 
probably brought back on one of the Lamb ships. 

Mrs. Ralph Browne gave four handsome North African 
costumes and Edward B. Watson, Jr. gave a large full-shell 
cameo carving. The well-known sculptress Miss Mary Ogden 
Abbott gave us a handsome pair of teak doors which she carved 
about 1930 and which we hope we may be able to use as the 
entrance doors to our planned Oriental gallery. 

There were only thirty-three accessions in the Natural His- 
tory Department, including seventeen of one or more birds. 
Most of these were made into mounts for use in the Education 
Department by Sally Ingalls. Five were added to our skin col- 
lections. Other accessions included fossils, minerals, mammals, 
books and pictures. The most important by far was an anony- 
mous deposit of a complete set of the 1934 to 1976 set of duck 
stamp prints and duck stamps along with two volumes of 
catalogues and a copy of the government catalogue concerning 
them. A large collection of shells was purchased from the 
Beverly Historical Society, some of which were added to our 
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Indo-Pacific collection, but most of which were sold through 
the Shop. 

In the library, 324 books were given and 152 purchased. 
There were nine gifts of manuscripts, and two purchases. Al- 
together 476 books and pamphlets were accessioned in 1976. 
One of the most extraordinary books has been fourteen years 
in the making, and was originally subscribed to for us by the 
late Stephen Phillips. It is a copy of Captain Cook’s Florile- 
gium, a handsome piece of bookmaking published by the Uni- 
corn Press, of which ours is number two of ten copies. Another 
edition of this book, limited to 100 copies, contains ten fewer 
plates than ours. These are reproductions of the original cop- 
per engravings made for a volume on the botany of Cook’s 
voyages, but never before struck. 

A permanent deposit from the Andover-Newton Theological 
School includes a great many missionary photographs and 
biblical tracts. This will be of particular value for scholars in- 
terested in the Asian missions. A number of photographs from 
Mrs. Catherine Whyte were added to the Edward S. Morse 
collection. Two gifts from Mrs. Leonard Fowle, widow of the 
yachtsman-journalist of Marblehead, made up the largest 
single library accession. She gave twenty-two cartons of news 
clippings and thirty-nine scrapbooks, all pertaining to yacht- 
ing, which her late husband had written over the years. 

Among the nine manuscripts which came in as gifts is an 
account book of the ship Sarah Hathorne from Mr. and Mrs. 
Howard Mott. Dr. D. Carleton Gajdusek continued to place 
his manuscripts in our care, and a journal of the United States 
Brig Dolphin was donated by Mr. M. M. Prescott. We pur- 
chased an original manuscript work on Samoa by the late 
Bruce Cartwright, and miscellaneous material concerning the 
ship Harvey Mills. Microfilm accessions included copies of the 
Boston Ship Registers and the log of the Sea Mew, processed 
by our Photography Department. The number of periodicals 
received and processed remained around 225, and several new 
journals were subscribed to. 
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Education Department 


During the first six months of the year, the Department 
made a gradual move out of 10 Liberty Street and the Red 
School House to the beautiful new Education Department 
rooms in the new wing, where Clara Waterman has her office, 
while Sarah Fraser Robbins and Libby Ingalls still keep their 
desks in the old office area in order to be in close touch with 
other departments. 

One of the first things accomplished was a slide-tape show 
“An Introduction to the Peabody Museum of Salem,” made by 
Libby Ingalls, and shown throughout the year to as many 
visiting school groups as possible, as well as twice daily regu- 
larly from June on. Over six hundred people saw the show on 
April 19, when the public was first invited into the new wing. 

While basically the personnel of the Education Department 
spend most of their time working with school classes and adult 
education groups at the Museum, I am always appalled at the 
amount and diversity of work which they otherwise accom- 
plish. When Sarah Fraser Robbins, Libby Ingalls and Clara 
Waterman sleep and eat, is beyond me. The space which I can 
devote to their activities here mentions but a fraction of the 
work they normally do. During the first half of the school 
year, that is, from January 1 to the end of school, they had 
classes come from 43 schools in 23 different public school sys- 
tems, 13 private schools, and 5 different Brownie, Cub and 
Girl Scout troops or Campfire Girls. During the Fall section 
of the school year, from September through December, they 
worked with 94 groups from 47 schools in 28 different school 
systems and 6 private or parochial schools, including a group 
from the Island of Jersey. Salem schools led the way in num- 
bers, with six of them making 29 separate visits in the first 
half of the year and ten different Salem schools making 26 
visits during the remainder of the year. However, every single 
school system in Southern Essex County, as well as others 
from the northern part of the County, and elsewhere in metro- 
politan Boston, were represented. 
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This does not include the general tours of the entire Museum 
given to school classes by the volunteer guides. This year, 
Libby Ingalls organized a much more thorough training pro- 
gram for the volunteer guides which have now grown to over 
sixty-five in number. Letters were sent out from the Depart- 
ment to all social study/science supervisors of all public and 
selected private schools within a fifty-mile radius of Salem. A 
letter was also sent to the PTA coordinators of these school 
systems. Sample lesson sheets for teachers to use on vari- 
ous aspects of the Museum’s collections went out from Libby 
Ingalls and Clara Waterman. In addition to teaching local 
classes, others who were taught came from East Lyme, Con- 
necticut, Arlington, Lincoln, Hingham, Southampton, New- 
ton and Longmeadow, Wellesley, Jamaica Plain, Leominster, 
Melrose, and Plymouth, Massachusetts, Goffstown and 
Nashua, New Hampshire, and Craig, Alaska, and Providence 
and Woonsocket, Rhode Island. 

The guide training program was supplemented by monthly 
meetings with curators of the various departments of the Mu- 
seum, or at other museums, which kept up the guides’ interest 
and also helped them to do a better job. They were taken to the 
Museum of Fine Arts to see Oriental collections and lunched 
at a Japanese restaurant. They were taken on a trip to the 
Cape Ann Historical Society to see the superb Fitzhugh Lane 
and fishing industries collections, ending up at Mrs. Robbins’ 
house afterwards for wine and cheese. 

While in general the Education people did not take groups 
on general tours of the Museum, exceptions were made in 
certain cases—for instance, the volunteers of the New England 
Aquarium, the Colonial Dames, the Museum of Fine Arts 
Ladies’ Committee, the Swampscott Garden Club, the Captain 
Bertram Society, the J. B. Thomas Hospital group, the New 
Bedford Whaling Museum volunteers, Friends of Smith Col- 
lege Association, Simon’s Rock American Study group, the 
Reading Art Study group and a graduate seminar from Salem 
State College. Because of the enormous demand on their time, ° 
the members of the department feel that they must do, and in- 
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deed are doing, more in teacher training. Much more time has 
been devoted to preparing teacher aids for using the Museum 
—work sheets for the various departments, for instance, and a 
floor plan, which will help not only every museum visitor but 
will assist teachers plan future visits. Visits have been made to 
introduce our personnel to the Science and Social Studies super- 
visors of school systems in the area. The resources of our Edu- 
cation Department are now listed in many resource books and 
booklets, issued both locally and in Boston. They are working 
on presenting the Museum to teacher workshops as a resource 
in every discipline and inviting the workshops to make it a focal 
point for a day in Salem. Private schools and young people 
groups, which were taught on various subjects, included 
groups from the House of Seven Gables, Salem Day Care 
Center, Shore Country Day School in Beverly, Brookwood 
School in Manchester, Barr School in Gloucester, Gregg House 
from Lynn, Field School from Weston, Brimmer May School 
from Boston, Quang Kow School from Boston, Charles River 
School from Dover, Massachusetts, the Dover Catholic School 
from Dover, New Hampshire, St. Joseph’s School, numerous 
classes from Salem State College, St. Mary’s High School, 
Lynn, St. John’s School in Peabody and the Cala Sanctius pri- 
vate school from Buffalo, New York. 

Among the very successful adult courses and lecture series 
held by the Department this year was “The Garden Heritage of 
New England,” a series of four lectures by Daniel Foley, which 
was exceptionally popular. John Ross gave five different ses- 
sions on “Woodworking with Antique Tools,” Sarah Robbins 
gave the “Living Landscapes” five different times, six sessions 
for each course. There was a Tuesday evening Marine series of 
six lectures on nautical subjects which included “Gloucester 
Under Sail” by Joseph Garland, “New England Weather” by 
Joseph Balsama, “Frame-up” by Dana Story, “Designing 
Small Boats” by Philip Bolger, “The Frigate Essex” by Philip 
C. F. Smith, and “Canals of England and Sweden” by Sarah 
Fraser Robbins. The Arts of Japan series called “Genius in 
Miniature” included two lectures on Japanese toys and on 
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inro by Libby Ingalls and one on netsuke by Mitch Krebs. 
There were also courses on the art of preparing natural foods 
by Pat Murray and a series on “The Everyday Gourmet, the 
Art of Cooking” by Libby Alsberg. There was an anthropology 
lecture series of four sessions given by Y. T. Feng, Libby In- 
galls, Dr. Carleton S. Coon and Richard Pearson. Other ses- 
sions included cake decorating by Mrs. Burbidge, and a series 
of Museum mornings by Libby Ingalls, Sally Ingalls and 
Sarah Robbins every Tuesday during the Fall, which consisted 
of lectures on specific areas of collections of the Museum and 
at which coffee was served. These were extremely popular and 
well attended. Libby Ingalls also put in a lot of time planning 
Sunday afternoon entertainment held every weekend from 
January to April which brought many visitors to the Museum. 
No extra charge was made for these performances—only ad- 
mission to the Museum. They included a folk concert by Tom 
Akstens, folk songs by Alice Lorenz, a banjo concert, sea 
chanties by “The Starboard List,” square dancing with Dudley 
Laufman, and assorted films on many different subjects for the 
other weekends. Libby also conducted, in conjunction with the 
Bicentennial Commission, which provided funds, a basketry 
workshop on two Saturday mornings and a session on ship- 
model making, sailor shirt-making by Greta Marston and knot- 
tying by Peter Marston. 

Much of Libby’s time during the year has also gone into 
organizing and leading trips for the Museum. These tours have 
been very successful. One was a day in historic Providence, 
another a trip to the Harvard museums, a two and a half day 
trip to Winterthur, and a weekend trip to Charleston, South 
Carolina. Sarah Robbins led an extremely interested group on 
a day’s excursion to the Isles of Shoals. Assisted by Sally In- 
galls, she also led a day trip to the Manomet birdbanding sta- 
tion. During the Fall additional groups visited the Museum 
and were taught by Libby Ingalls and Sarah Fraser Robbins on 
various subjects. They included art study groups, antiquari- 
ans, historical societies, Colonial Dames, a group of surgeons’ 
wives, foreign students, audio-visual classes from Salem State, 
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the Women’s Travel Club of Boston, as well as the volunteers 
and members of ladies’ committees from various museums 
around the country. 

Libby Ingalls also gave the Ropes Memorial series of four 
lectures on plants and folk art, spoke to the Lynn Historical 
Society on Japanese Folk Art, the Women’s Union of Wen- 
ham Congregational Church on the China Trade, and the 
Cape Ann Historical Society on the same subject. She is on the 
Steering Committee for the Massachusetts Marine Educators 
and was a hostess at the Phillips Trust House during Chestnut 
Street Days. She was interviewed about the Peabody Museum 
on Channel 7 by Jacqui Adams, attended a workshop in the 
China Trade at the Rhode Island Historical Society, visited the 
Henry Ford Museum in Dearborn, Michigan and the Chicago 
Art Museum, the Field Museum of Natural History and the 
Museum of Science and Industry in Chicago, and gave a course 
at Boston Center for Adult Education entitled “Ships and 
Merchants of the China Trade.” She attended a museum edu- 
cation meeting at the Children’s Museum and accompanied 
Sarah Robbins to the Museum Education Conference at Stur- 
bridge. She represented the Peabody Museum at the annual 
national meeting of the American Association of Museums in 
Washington, D. C. and, with me, represented the Museum at 
the New England Museums Conference in New Haven in the 
Fall. She also spoke on Edward S. Morse and his collections at 
the Peabody Historical Society and organized a Christmas 
party for members’ children, which was attended by 200 chil- 
dren and 150 adults. They were entertained by the “Suitcase 
Circus” and lollypops were handed out by a Santa Claus and 
by our staff member Susan True dressed as a penguin. 

Among the other assortment of irons which she had in the 
fire, she made the arrangements for an art show next year 
with the Salem State College art department, promoting closer 
cooperation between our institutions with student interns. She 
also consulted with the audio-visual department of the Boston 
Museum of Science, negotiated with Air France and other 
agents regarding Museum trips, arranged for museum interns 
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from Merrimack College, and helped members of the staff of 
the Museum of Comparative Zoology. She also consulted with 
the Reading school system and many individual teachers in 
and outside of Essex County regarding school visits. She ar- 
ranged for many special visiting groups and programs with 
the Salem Bicentennial Commission. Besides this, she spoke to 
2,300 delegates attending the United Church Board for World 
Ministries Conference in Salem Armory, spoke to the high 
school and elementary school principals of Salem about the 
Peabody Museum of Salem and what it has to offer, spoke to 
the History Honor Society of Salem State College and, with 
Clara Waterman and Sarah Robbins, showed a slide introduc- 
tion to the Museum at a Swampscott teachers’ workshop. She 
is an active member of the Japan Society of Boston and attends 
their meetings. Libby also attended two workshops at the 
Children’s Museum, went to Wyoming for ten days in August, 
and visited numerous exhibitions and institutions throughout 
the Eastern United States, including attending the Society for 
State and Local History’s conference on historical interpreta- 
tion in Newport. 

Clara Waterman worked very closely indeed with the school 
classes and spent much of her time collecting extra Natural 
History material, to supplement the courses. She also spoke to 
the Salem Zonta Club on Monarch butterflies, gave a program 
on the Museum to the North Shore Teachers Association, and 
helped write a guidebook for teachers on field trips in the 
North Shore for the North Shore Teachers Association. 

Besides administering the department and overseeing and 
arranging the programs, Sarah Fraser Robbins conducted a 
course “The Winter Beach” for the Massachusetts Audubon 
Society, which consisted of four different morning walks in 
which she was assisted by Sally Ingalls, led a beach walk at 
Salem Willows for the Salem Conservation Commission, gave 
lectures on High Alpine Ballooning to the Women’s Travel 
Club of Boston, the Zonta Club in Salem, the Mother and 
Daughter annual banquet at the Lawrence YWCA, the district 
officers’ meeting of the New England Power Squadrons, her

These are only 
a small sampling of the number of talks which she actually 
gave. 

She was also on the planning committee for the Marine and 
Aquatic Science Workshop held in the fall at Essex County 
Agricultural Institute in Hathorne, taught a beach and dune 
session for the spring meeting of the Parker River Environ- 
mental program at Plum Island, taught ecology for five days 
at Pingree North, a camp experience for Pingree School 
juniors, is an editor of Aquasphere, a New England Aquarium 
publication, is a member of the Essex County Planning Com- 
mission on Historical and Science Conservation, and led two 
walks on the marsh and estuary, Felix Neck Sanctuary, Well- 
fleet County, Martha’s Vineyard. In October, she spent a month 
with Bob and Sally Ingalls and Dotty Brown in New Guinea. 
She led a beach walk for Wingaersheek Yacht Club in Glouces- 
ter, and with Sally Ingalls ran an all-day affair in Rockport in 
August for their Bicentennial Week, where they had a “live 
feeling tank” containing crabs, eels, lobsters, sea anemones, 
etc., for people to fondle, and which was combined with an ex- 
hibition of gulls and terns from that area from the Museum 
collections. She taught a four-session course on Oceanography 
for the Power Squadron in the Education Department rooms of 
the Museum in December, and a workshop on “Oceanography 
at the Peabody Museum—an I[nterdisciplinary Approach” at 
the Museum for the University of Massachusetts. She did an 
extension course on ecology four afternoons for a group of 
teachers in connection with how to use our collections for that 
purpose, led a field trip in the intertidal area of Gloucester for 
this same group, lectured on the “Edge of the Tide” at the Pis- 
cataquis Garden Club in York, Maine and the Southborough 
Garden Club in Worcester, and the Union Club in Boston, lec- 
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tured on canals of England and Sweden to the Ipswich Histori- 
cal Society, and the Women’s Industrial Union in Boston, and 
with Libby Ingalls went on an all-day whale-watching trip 
with the College of the Atlantic to Jeffrey’s Ledge out of 
Portsmouth. 

One pleasant event in the Education rooms was the presenta- 
tion to the Museum by Brian McDevitt, a Swampscott High 
School student, of a movie which he took of a tornado on a lake 
in Maine, which was followed by a small reception. 

The summer months of July and August were quiet ones. 
Clara Waterman went as usual to North Haven and Sarah 
Robbins deservedly took time off to enjoy her grandchildren. 
However, Libby Ingalls arranged to offer a summer art pro- 
gram for children three mornings a week for four weeks in the 
Museum. This was taught by Deanie Hancock, daughter of the 
well-known Cape Ann sculptor. Thanks to her hard work and 
imaginative direction, this was a successful undertaking. 

Also in July and August, Libby Ingalls and volunteers ran 
a series of movies shown Monday through Friday afternoons. 
The slide-tape introduction to the Museum was shown twice 
daily on weekdays. The audience for the movies was almost 
1,200 people for two months. 

Even though most of the summer visitors and family groups 
did not want guided tours, there were some groups who did. 
There was, for instance, a garden club, a group of foreign ex- 
change students, a group of nuns attending a conference, Polish 
and Belgian sailors from the Tall Ships, a group of interns 
from Sturbridge Village, and various summer camp groups. 
There were also several special events put on for children in 
July and August, including the “Suitcase Circus” (a mime 
group), Andy Woolf’s Children’s Concert, and Hannah Gow- 
ans’ puppet show. One class which visited the Museum this 
fall deserves special mention. It was a class from the Museum 
School at Gloucester, an alternative to the local high school. 
These students built a number of Gloucester dories. Sixteen of 
them and two teachers rowed to Salem in these dories, spend- 
ing one night on Kettle Island en route, and two nights at 
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Winter Island, Salem. The day in between was spent partly at 
the Museum taking lines off our Gloucester dory and doing a 
special project on fishing and its history with Sarah Fraser 
Robbins, and the rest in the field trip on the shore of Winter 
Island with biology professors from Salem State College. Then 
they all rowed all the way back to Gloucester the next day—a 
most extraordinary performance. 

The members of the department are looking forward to 
1977 and especially increasing the amount of work with in- 
terns from various schools and colleges, and expanding work 
with preparing teachers and their students for visits to the 
Museum. The grand total of the number of people with whom 
members of the department worked closely both at and away 
from the Museum during the year is 9,523 children and 4,583 
adults. With a staff of only two full-time and one part-time 
people, this, to me, is a most extraordinary performance. 


Exhibits and Loans 


In spite of the fact that we were moving into our new wing, 
and to a great extent because of it, we had a more active special 
exhibition program this year than we have ever had be- 
fore. 

A start was made on permanent exhibitions beginning with 
the moving of the Salem Wharf diorama from the Marine 
Room to the first floor of the new entrance. This had to be 
completely disassembled and a new case built by Frank Duley 
and Will Phippen and so designed that one end can be entirely 
opened from time to time, the whole scene rolled out and the 
interior glass surfaces cleaned—a process which was impossi- 
ble to do in its old location. This project, which took longer 
than expected, was completed in early March. Concurrently, 
Sherman Holcomb completed the reconstruction of the billet- 
head and organized the installation of the frigate Constitution 
trailboards in the new lobby. He spent over a thousand hours 
on this project, which was not only an aesthetic achievement 
but also an engineering one. It was completed in time for the 
opening of the new wing. In addition, a large mock-up was 
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made of the entire first floor enabling the curators to plan other 
projected exhibitions. For all the permanent installations and 
most of the temporary exhibits, Beth Pollock made special 
posters, silk screened labels and produced many beautiful 
graphic effects which greatly enhanced our exhibits. 

For the summer a special exhibition of Chinese material, en- 
tirely from the Museum’s own collections, was installed in the 
new Loring Room at the corner of the new wing. A Chinese 
embroidery exhibition was put together by Marjorie Krebs 
upstairs in the new wing. Simultaneously, Sally Ingalls super- 
vised the installation of an exhibition on the first floor, put on 
by the Friends of Misery Islands, consisting of old enlarged 
photographs and three table cases of artifacts and other 
memorabilia relating to the history of the Misery Islands. This 
was a very popular local exhibition. 

However, two exhibitions of major consequence were 
mounted. The first opened in June when T. Jefferson Coolidge, 
Jr., generously loaned us his Gilbert Stuart portraits of the 
first five Presidents of the United States. These were combined 
with Chinese export porcelain owned by or associated with 
those Presidents and was assembled and installed under the 
supervision of Peter Fetchko. A dinner in honor of the Coo- 
lidges and a champagne opening for the Fellows and Friends 
were held in conjunction with the opening. 

In early September Carl Crossman supervised the installa- 
tion of two other exhibitions never held before in such magni- 
tude. One consisted of the early Japanese lacquered furniture, 
portraits, ship pictures, and various things brought back from 
Japan to Salem on the ships Franklin and Margaret which 
went there in 1799 and 1801 under Captain Samuel Derby 
and Captain James Devereux under Dutch charter from Bata- 
via. We are grateful to the Essex Institute and several in- 
dividuals for lending material for this exhibition. A catalogue 
of it by Mr. Crossman is being published. Incidentally, all of 
the Japanese material was exported from that country before 
it was opened up by Commodore Perry in 1854. The second 
exhibition, taking up two galleries in the new wing, relates 
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to the New England trade with India in the late eighteenth 
and early nineteenth century. Again, we are indebted to the 
Essex Institute, the Museum of Fine Arts and the Springfield 
Museum of Art, as well as to various individuals for lending 
material for this unusual special exhibition. 

On the occasion of a large meeting of Congregationalists at 
the Armory, we had a special exhibition for two weeks relating 
to Adoniram Judson and the Burmese Mission. Adoniram Jud- 
son and his group sailed from Salem in the brig Caravan after 
a service at the Tabernacle Church. The display included a 
great deal of the material that we recently received from the 
Andover-Newton Theological School and we were particularly 
indebted to the Essex Institute for lending the very handsome 
portraits of Adoniram Judson and his first wife for this oc- 
casion. 

In November we opened a major exhibition relating to An- 
drea Palladio (1508-1580) and his influence on Western and 
American architecture. This exhibition was a Bicentennial gift 
to the American people from the Italian government and was 
installed by Peter Fetchko. It had been shown at only three 
other places, beginning with the restored rotunda at the Uni- 
versity of Virginia before traveling to the Corcoran Gallery in 
Washington, the Second United States Bank in Philadelphia, 
and then to Salem. This exhibition, running well into 1977, 
fills the entire first floor of the new wing and consists of 16 
large and most exquisitely made models of buildings designed 
by Palladio in Vicenza and Venice. One of great architectural 
importance in America, the exhibition has drawn thousands of 
visitors. The models are supplemented by hundreds of photo- 
graphs, plans, and drawings. We were very fortunate to get 
this through the interest of our Trustee Mr. Walter Muir 
Whitehill who, with Frederick D. Nichols and Mario di Val- 
marana, Professors of Architecture at the University of Vir- 
ginia (who supervised the putting together of the exhibition) 
published a book about it. 

A small exhibition attracting a great deal of attention is our 
collection of Lahainaluna prints which Paul Winfisky and 
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Francis B. Lothrop arranged in the table cases of the library. 
Finally, Sally Ingalls completely rearranged the Essex County 
mammal exhibition and Lydia Breed redid all of the artwork 
connected with it. This included a separate case on sea mam- 
mals, especially whales and seals to be found off Essex County. 
New labels were made for all the amphibians and reptiles. 
Many of the large Natural History specimens, for instance, the 
tuna, the F. W. Putnam codfish, the Ridley turtle and others, 
were renovated by a taxidermist in preparation for more per- 
manent exhibitions, and several table cases of tropical shells, 
mostly from the Indo-Pacific, were put on in the new wing. 

Besides all these special exhibitions, several new individual 
pieces were placed in other parts of the Museum. For instance, 
the large Garamut drum from New Guinea, weighing nearly 
a ton, was installed in East Hall and the elaborately carved Bis 
Pole was hung from the ceiling of East Hall where it can be 
closely seen from the gallery. It would not have been possible 
to put on all of these shows, in spite of the great talent of our 
staff, as it is a small one, without the help of many volunteers. 
And they could not have been done without the new 45,000 
square feet of space which we now have available. 

A goodly amount of material was lent to other institutions 
for special exhibitions of one kind or another. One, in which 
we received favorable publicity both in this country and in 
Great Britain, was a loan for a large special Bicentennial show 
in London to the Art Council of Great Britain of American 
Indian material. The Whitney Museum of American Art bor- 
rowed a number of Hawaiian pieces, the Newark Museum was 
lent an Eskimo collection, the Danforth Museum in Framing- 
ham borrowed a collection of Melanesian ethnographical ma- 
terial and the Los Angeles County Museum of Art borrowed 
material made of grass and vegetable fiber from various parts 
of the world for a special exhibition on that subject. Loans of 
Chinese export material and fans from various parts of the 
world, as well as collections of tea labels, tea caddies, sample 
boxes, and exhibition cases were lent to the Shore Country Day 
School. A Corné painting was lent for the special exhibition of 
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marine paintings held at the Virginia Museum in Richmond 
and the Mariners Museum in Newport News and for which a 
very handsome catalogue was published. The United States 
Marine Corps in Washington borrowed a print of the burning 
of the United States frigate Philadelphia, and the Museum 
of Our National Heritage in Lexington was lent Liverpool ware 
pitchers decorated with Masonic symbols. The new Constitu- 
tion Museum in Charlestown borrowed some shipbuilders’ 
tools while the nameplate of the ship William Sturgis was put 
on a long-term loan at the Sturgis Library in Barnstable, both 
the ship and the library being named for the same William 
Sturgis, the great Northwest Coast trader and China captain. 
A Salmon marine painting was lent to the Allentown Art Mu- 
seum in Allentown, Pennsylvania, and a collection of Fred S. 
Cozzens watercolors was lent for a special summer exhibition 
to the Penobscot Marine Museum in Searsport. A half-dozen 
or sO maritime paintings were combined with a loan from 
Mystic, Connecticut, to the Altonaer Museum in Hamburg 
for a special Bicentennial exhibition there, and a number of 
John Leavitt and other maritime paintings were lent for special 
exhibits at Mystic Seaport. A special New England show in 
Boston was lent large photographs for a Tall Ships exhibit. 

The Natural History Department made ten loans, mostly of 
birds, but one of shells, also to the Shore Country Day School. 
A large collection of ducks and one mink were borrowed by 
the Wenham Historical Society Museum for a special exhibit 
on Dr. John Charles Phillips, one-time president of the Peabody 
Museum. Two other large loans of birds were made to the 
Nahant Garden Club for an exhibition on conservation and one 
to the Concord Antiquarian Society. Individual pieces were 
lent as models to various woodcarvers and artists. The library 
made fifteen interlibrary loans to other institutions. 


Departmental Activities and Research 


Basically, outside of the special and permanent exhibitions, 
the cataloguing of current material and aiding visiting schol- 
ars, the staff in the three curatorial departments, especially, 
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and, to a lesser extent in the library, have been moving into and 
learning to live with our new building. This is no small task. 
The work of moving the maritime storage material mentioned 
in my last report into its new quarters was completed, but the 
material is far from organized. Rigged models and pictorial 
material have not yet been moved. All the collections moved 
in so far have been cleaned and are being put into good condi- 
tion. There is an enormous amount of shelving and drawers to 
be built. Messrs. Smith and Winfisky have been particularly 
helped in this work by the volunteer efforts of Kenneth G. 
Cady, Charles E. Fabens, H. Sherman Holcomb, Alexander 
Bellinger, and Gilbert R. Payson. All of the half models were 
cleaned and polished, the tools sorted, steel racks built to store 
nautical instruments, harpoon guns, scrimshaw, sea desks and 
the half models. 

The story was much the same in the Ethnology Department 
where Peter Fetchko and Lucy Bishop, assisted by an army of 
volunteers and interns, are trying to move into the new storage 
quarters and at the same time cope with the largest number of 
accessions ever recelved in any one recent year; 2,057 new 
artifacts were catalogued, not including all of the work on the 
archeology collection. In moving into their new storage room, 
a great many cases and drawers were built both by volunteers 
and by help from Will Phippen. A new photography arrange- 
ment was set up with permanent lighting for inventorying 
photographs and a new polaroid SX-70 camera was bought, 
which has been found very useful all over the Museum for 
quick shots and for taking out on visits to photograph material 
owned by individuals or other institutions. The transfer from 
upstairs storage down to new storage is slowly being accom- 
plished, as is much of that in East India Marine Hall attic. 
All of the Japanese shop signs have been removed from the 
attic and other storage areas and put into the B-4 room, as it is 
called, in the new basement, where they are being cleaned, re- 
paired, inventoried, and made ready for a special exhibition. 
The attic has been rearranged and better storage bins with 
shelves have been built there. The front half of East India

Marine cellar has been completely reorganized for making 
adequate storage for archeological material. As this is a high- 
risk fire area, it was felt that only stone material should be 
stored there. This archeological storage has been greatly as- 
sisted by two CETA program employees, Debbie Johnson and 
Donna Jodrie, who have been supervised by Peter Fetchko, 
Will Phippen, and John Grimes (who, alas, has now left us to 
resume his education in Colorado). In reorganizing the arche- 
ological collection they have recatalogued over 2,000 items. 

Peter Fetchko has continued his site survey of archeological 
sites in Essex County. In this he has been greatly helped by 
William Eldridge. He also has been invited by the Trustees of 
Reservations to conduct an archeological survey of Hog 
Island, which he hopes to get started on another year. Among 
other treasures he discovered in our collections a very impor- 
tant archeological survey map of Castle Neck and Crane’s 
Beach, Ipswich, by John H. Sears, who once was geologist on 
our staff. However, a great deal of Peter’s time has been in 
inventorying the Japanese collection and making plans with 
Money Hickman of the Museum of Fine Arts in Boston for 
a special exhibition to be held next October, 1977, the cen- 
tennial anniversary of Edward S. Morse’s first trip to Japan. 

All artifacts which were in the Stone Age New England 
show were taken down in late November and photographed 
for a University of Chicago microfiche publication. In addition 
to the many casual inquiries for identification of artifacts, six- 
teen scholars from all over the world, including several Euro- 
pean countries, Australia, New Zealand, Japan, Samoa, Fiji, 
India, as well as various parts of the United States and Canada, 
spent from one day to several weeks doing research on various 
aspects of our ethnological collection. At least a similar num- 
ber worked in each of the other departments. 

The Ethnology Department has a veritable army of volun- 
teers. Among those who come in regularly and work several 
days a week, C. Conway Felton, Jr., Marjorie M. Krebs, Eliza- 
beth Langmuir, Mary Weld Pingree among others, Chieko 
Conrad cleaned and translated the Japanese inscriptions on the

shop signs. Eleanor Winer helped with inventorying and clean- 
ing Japanese material. Rebecca Ver Planck did a great deal of 
inventorying and cataloguing and Abbie Platt worked in 
archeology and in general ethnology. Diana Robins was a sum- 
mer intern from Kirkland College and helped in all phases of 
the Ethnological Department work, while learning museum 
techniques. Nannie Seamans continued to work on the collec- 
tion of textiles, and John Grimes spent a great deal of time in 
our archeology collection. 

A great deal of Sally Ingalls’ time was spent in planning 
exhibits and in answering the many questions on natural his- 
tory subjects which came into the Museum. Curiously, while 
the Natural History is the smallest department, it is among the 
highest in the number of inquiries. She also did most of the 
taxidermy work in the department and reorganized much of 
the storage collections, preparing them for moving into the new 
storage area. She has continued to be helped by Janet Hopkins 
as a volunteer, as well as Rebecca Ritchie, who has continued 
to prepare duplicate shells for the sales desk and to identify 
specimens brought in for that purpose. Perhaps the greatest 
accomplishment was the painting of all the Natural History 
rooms by Sally herself, assisted by Dorie Weisman and Sam 
Northrup. Snooky Phippen and Sylvia Lawson came in a few 
days and did odd jobs in the department, and towards the end 
of the year Karen Marino, a student at the Essex Agricultural 
School, began coming in one afternoon a week as part of her 
regular school work and has been cataloguing various odds 
and ends in the department which were never catalogued 
before. 

In the Library Barbara Edkins, assisted by Jean Mills, cata- 
logued 1,448 volumes. All new accessions were catalogued 
and considerable recataloguing of the Natural History section 
of the library was begun. During the summer they rearranged 
by date and began cataloguing all of our broadsides, which had 
never been done before. This will make them much more avail- 
able for study or exhibition purposes. Mrs. Edkins is also com- 
piling a bibliography of our own Museum’s publications, a 
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project which is nearly finished, although a particularly ob- 
scure one still surfaces occasionally. A good deal of weeding 
was done in parts of the library which are not used actively 
and these books have been moved into the former Shop stock 
area, where they are available but do not take up the space on 
the active shelves. This has helped to relieve crowding in the 
library. 

There were many miscellaneous projects, such as dividing 
some of the huge Deitsch photograph albums, and separating, 
listing, and packaging in plastic our collection of foreign news- 
papers. Listing our collection of individual maps in a notebook 
and listing the inactive periodicals in a permanent file was also 
accomplished. 

These were all time-consuming things and could not have 
been done without, again, the help of others. John Koza was 
employed as summer college help and is a willing worker who 
in the past has worked for weekends on our admissions and 
sales desk. Russell W. Knight, as Honorary Curator of Manu- 
scripts, continues to process all manuscript material accessions. 
Helen C. Hagar and Edith Ellis are regular volunteers who 
assist the routine work of the library office. Miss Hagar espe- 
cially keeps up the scrapbooks of material relating to the Mu- 
seum. Catherine Fairbanks became a new volunteer and helps 
with typing once a week. Stephen Wheatland continued 
working and sorting material in the duplicate book room while 
S. Lyle Hall read the typescript of the Fox papers against the 
originals for corrections and Francis Parkman worked on the 
autograph collection. Nine hundred and seventy-one persons 
signed the library guest book and again they came from such 
places as Australia, Canada, England, Japan, Hawaii, Korea, 
Ceylon and New Zealand, for example, although of course the 
majority were from the New England-New York area. This 
does not include the constant use of the library by our own staff. 


Photography Department 


The Photography Department, under Markham W. Sexton, 
assisted by Kathy M. Flynn, had their usual busy year, and 
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increased their income from outside sources. A total of 475 
orders was processed, of which 147 were in house, and 328 
outside. The jobs ranged from very simple ones of a single 
print, to others that were complicated and involved, such as 
the 175 slides of archeological objects photographed for a 
texte fiche publication by the University of Chicago. Interest- 
ingly enough, many of the outside orders were related to Bi- 
centennial publications and included work for the information 
service of India, four color prints for a book by Lawrence 
Pauline entitled Our America, the North Carolina Bicentennial 
Commission’s pamphlet, the National Park Service, and work 
for These United States published by Houghton Mifflin. Be- 
sides work for publishers, one color shot was made to appear in 
a film, 1776: Spices in Early America, pictures for a twenty- 
minute film on Operation Sail and twenty-six photographs for 
the National Collection of Fine Arts at the Smithsonian for 
their Bicentennial Inventory of American Paintings. 

Many other outside orders were for other museums to use 
in their lectures, exhibits, or publications, and included work 
for the Bishop Museum in Honolulu, the New England Aquar- 
ium, South Street Seaport, San Francisco Maritime Museum, 
Strawbery Banke, the National Portrait Gallery, and the 
Alexander Turnbull Library in New Zealand. Other orders 
came from the Observer magazine, Edward Arnold Publica- 
tions, Thames Television, the Elservier International Projects, 
and Stacey International, all of London, as well as Glimpses 
magazine in Guam. The richness, particularly of our ethnologi- 
cal and maritime collections, stimulates requests from people 
for photographs for various uses all over the world. 

The Photography Department now has the necessary equip- 
ment to produce its own color photographs, and does not have 
to send them out to have prints made. A good deal of work was 
done for labels for the exhibits in the new wing, and seventeen 
photographs of various sizes were produced for the Misery 
Islands exhibit. Also, a number of 16” x 20” enlargements of 
dramatic maritime photographs were made to sell in the shop, 
and six of our maritime paintings were photographed in color 
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for the 1977 Sea-Land calendar. Among the several hundred 
people who consulted our photograph collection files were the 
Art Director and Picture Researcher from Reader’s Digest, 
General Books Division, who eventually ordered twenty-one 
photographs in color, the Director of Editions André Barret, a 
Paris publishing firm, for selecting photographs for The Great 
Sailboats, 1860-1910, one of a series they are publishing, the 
President of the Museum Press in Washington, staff members 
from Strawbery Banke, and representatives from the Monad- 
nock Paper Mills. 

The Photography Department, too, is helped by several, 
now very experienced, volunteers. Harold Jones gives two 
mornings a week during the fall and winter months, Maureen 
Liacos continues to generously volunteer three or four full 
days a week, and makes most of the color prints, Edward Mc- 
Morrow gives one afternoon a week to the steamship photo- 
graphs, Nanlee Smith is volunteering again and gave one 
morning a week during the past school year. It is our hope 
over the next few years to make the photographic department 
a self-supporting one, and we believe that this is a perfectly 
possible goal. 


Museum Shop and Publications 


Perhaps the single most phenomenal change in any section 
of the Museum was the increase in size from the small sales 
desk, which we formerly had in the old entrance corridor, to 
the superb new shop at the new entrance of the Museum. 
After the opening on April 19 sales jumped dramatically and 
for the last six months have been grossing better than ten 
thousand dollars a month. Under the management of Daniéle 
Cushman, with Dee Harriman acting as Chairman of the Ad- 
visory Shop Committee, the store has been stocked with many 
interesting, new, and exciting items. A considerable invest- 
ment was involved in order to get the material to fill up the 
space but we were able to do this from profits and next year 
should have a substantial net figure. It has been the endeavor 
of Mrs. Cushman and Mrs. Harriman to stock exotic things 
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associated with our own collections and which do not compete 
in any way with material that could be found in commercial 
stores in the area. The results have been stimulating; so ex- 
citing, as a matter of fact, that we now have one volunteer for 
every day of the week to help man the store in addition to em- 
ploying a second regular employee, Isabel Perkins, as Mrs. 
Cushman’s assistant. Senior among the volunteers in the store 
are Constance Shrigley who has generously given her time 
now for many years. She has been joined, however, by Abby 
Burns, Cynthia Barker, Sally Harrison, Janice Scott, Sylvia 
Lawson, Linda Berger, Chieko Conrad, and for a short while 
Elizabeth Ballou. 

In stocking the store, we have invested in a new and very 
much improved series of postcards, which have been published 
off and on during the year. There is a far wider selection than 
we have ever had before. Two new ship prints, both of the 
hand-colored variety, were issued during the year, one of the 
Francklin by an unidentified Dutch artist, probably painted at 
Batavia when she went to Nagasaki under Dutch charter in 
1801, and the other of the brig Topaz by Antoine Roux, Sr. 
Russell W. Knight very generously, on behalf of the Museum, 
had his rare copy of Ashton’s Memorial, the extraordinary ad- 
ventures of a Marblehead sailor in the early nineteenth century, 
published for us in the early spring. Philip C. F. Smith helped 
him with the editing and also continued to edit the usual four 
numbers of The American Neptune as well as the Pictorial 
Supplement, which this year illustrated the Museum’s collec- 
tion of the late John Leavitt’s paintings. Mr. Smith also com- 
pleted a manuscript on the four Francis Holman oil paintings 
mentioned earlier. His manuscript entitled Fired By Manley 
Zeal: A Naval Fiasco of the American Revolution will be pub- 
lished in the spring of 1977. 


The Antique Show 


The fourth annual Hamilton Hall Antique Show, held for 
the benefit of the Museum, was once more headed overall by 
Hannah Gowans who organized a large team of volunteers to 
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make this event once more a profitable success for the Museum. 
It was held the weekend after Thanksgiving, on Saturday and 
Sunday November 27 and 28, with an opening party for Spon- 
sors and Patrons on Friday night. Christine Vining once more 
made all the arrangements with all the antique dealers who took 
part and worked out space allotments for them. To make this 
show a success took many people, including both staff mem- 
bers and volunteers, who gave their time working during the 
two days as hosts and hostesses, selling tickets, providing re- 
freshments, and serving in all the detailed capacities needed. 
The Museum kept the sales desk open there which did a thriv- 
ing business. The Show had more Patrons and Sponsors than 
ever before and more advertisers in the catalogue, which again 
was organized and seen through the press by Page Welch. We 
are very grateful indeed for the articles written for the cata- 
logue by Anne Farnam, D. Roger Howlett, Philip C. F. Smith 
and Robert S. Booth. 


Cruising Information Center 


Early in the year we were enabled to move Frederick John- 
son, who runs the Cruising Information Center, Inc., and his 
secretary, Bridget Bryson, to new quarters in 10 Liberty 
Street, vacated by the Education Department which moved to 
their new rooms in the new wing of the Museum. The Cruising 
Information Center now has ample space for its personnel, its 
charts, its books and everything it needs to service the many 
Inquiries that come in from cruising yachtsmen who plan 
voyages in all parts of the world. There have been some ex- 
traordinary requests. For instance, one man plans to cruise the 
east coast of Saudi Arabia, another the coast of India, and 
among the islands in Indonesia, and of course every water 
where a boat can go in the world as well as the coasts and 
canals of Europe and the Mediterranean. Currently, among 
other things they are working on four circumnavigations and 
inquiries have tripled in the past year. The Information Center 
very kindly gave a cocktail party for the Museum staff and the 
Boston station of the Cruising Club of America held its annual 
meeting and dinner here at the Museum. This activity, it seems 
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to me, is one that could not be a more appropriate affiliation for 
it continues actively the navigation and sailing of all waters of 
the world, the very activity upon which our Museum was 
founded. 

Incidentally, Frederick Johnson was honored in Washington 
by the United States Secretary of the Interior, for thirty-five 
years of “tireless service to the nation’s cultural conservation” 
while he was on the staff of the R. S. Peabody Foundation for 
Archeology. 

Staff Activities 

One of the proudest moments in the Peabody Museum’s his- 
tory came this autumn when it was announced that D. Carle- 
ton Gajdusek, our Honorary Curator of Melanesian Ethnology, 
shared the Nobel Prize for Medicine for his work on the kuru 
disease of New Guinea. About a dozen years ago, Dr. Gaj- 
dusek appeared in my office and announced he had a collection 
of New Guinea material from the highlands of that enormous 
island. He liked our Museum and was looking for a place to 
deposit his collection. Since that time he has continued to give 
and deposit things regularly until now the collection amounts 
to about 4,000 pieces. He visits us and advises us about it sev- 
eral times a year, has given two of our most popular lectures for 
our Fellows and Friends, and has deposited a set of all of his 
manuscript journals and publications with us. We congratulate 
him and salute him on the great honor he has received. 

The staff members continue many activities, both within 
the institution and with outside organizations, in addition to 
their duties. Among them are the special lectures and openings 
which we have for our Fellows and Friends. For instance, I 
gave a lecture in March for our members entitled “The Exotic 
Veneer,” a talk which I had prepared for the Williamsburg 
Antiques Forum, where I spoke on January 27, and which I 
gave again in October at the Henry Ford-Greenfield Village, 
Midwest Antiques Forum in Dearborn, Michigan. 

Other events included a lecture in April by Kenneth R. H. 
Read on “Underwater Life in the Gulf of Maine,” the opening 
of the new wing, the champagne reception for the Gilbert 
Stuart Presidential Portraits opening, a lecture by Carl Cross- 
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man, “India Trade and Japanese Voyages” for our Annual 
Meeting, and Walter Muir Whitehill spoke on “Palladio’s In- 
fluence on American Architecture” on November 17 at the 
opening of that Bicentennial exhibition. 

I also spoke to the Women’s Educational and Industrial 
Union in Boston, the Salem Rotary Club, the Colonial Dames 
luncheon at the Museum, and the Ladies Committee of the 
Museum of Fine Arts, who visited us on the same day, April 
28. I took the Literary Club of Denver on a tour of the Mu- 
seum, and gave many lesser talks and introductions. In addi- 
tion, I attended the Council of American Maritime Museums 
meetings in Mystic, my wife and I participated in the ten-day- 
long Colonial Society for Massachusetts’ trip to Bermuda, 
where we were entertained for over a week by the Bermuda Na- 
tional Trust and other groups. We gave two cocktail parties, 
in March and June, for our guides’ group. I attended most of 
the meetings of the Metropolitan Museum Directors and en- 
tertained them for dinner at the fall meeting in November, at- 
tended a showing of a special exhibition on Old Dartmouth 
in New Bedford, the American Antiquarian Society’s semi- 
annual meeting in Philadelphia, as well as the annual meeting 
of the John Carter Brown Library Associates, the Massa- 
chusetts Historical Society, the Trustees of the Stephen Phil- 
lips House, and the Trustees of the Merrimack Valley Textile 
Museum. I also wrote the Ten Year Report (1965-1975) for 
the Humane Society of Massachusetts. I finished my last year 
on the Advisory Committee of the Eleutherian Mills-Hagley 
Foundation in Wilmington, and visited the Walters Gallery 
new building in Baltimore to study their lighting in relation to 
our own new building. The past year concluded my terms as 
President of the Ropes Memorial and the Club of Odd Volumes. 
In the fall my book Islands and Empires: The Western Impact 
on the Pacific and East Asia was published by the University 
of Minnesota Press. 

Other events that took place at the Museum, and there are 
more and more of them all the time, included the annual dinner 
of the Cruising Club of America, Boston station, and the meet- 
ing of the Trustees of the Cruising Information Center. Various 
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luncheons and dinners were held for speakers or lenders and 
supporters of the Museum at various Fellows and Friends 
events, such as for the Coolidges before the opening of the 
Presidential Portrait show, the Wheatland family and their 
friends in the naming of the Wheatland Family Room, and the 
champagne opening for the First Five Presidents exhibition for 
the Fellows and Friends. 

Regrettably in May I collapsed and spent the summer in 
Maine where I managed to attend the opening of the Farns- 
worth Museum’s annual summer exhibition and the annual 
meeting of the Trustees of the Penobscot Marine Museum in 
Searsport. In October, we entertained the American Associa- 
tion of Museums’ Trustees group at the Museum, where there 
was a program on the ninth, following a day in Boston, after 
which we all visited and were entertained by Mr. William A. 
Coolidge in Topsfield. The brochure for that meeting featured 
a number of fine colored photographs of pieces from our col- 
lection as decoration. We entertained the Antiques magazine 
group at cocktails, and attended the Society for the History of 
Discoveries meeting in Charleston, South Carolina. My wife 
Betsy has continued to do an outstanding job with all of the 
dinner, cocktail or other entertainment features which we have 
before various events, skillfully combining the right people 
with the right interests for each event. 

Peter Fetchko gave a lecture on archeology at the University 
of Scranton in Scranton, Pennsylvania, and made several trips 
to Washington in connection with Gajdusek material, and 
grant work, as well as to Charlottesville to make arrangements 
for the Palladio show. He was elected a member of the Board 
of Trustees of the Coalition for Archeology in Massachusetts, 
and attended several of their meetings, as well as entertained 
them at the Museum for one meeting. He also spent a month 
in France with his family, and during that time made a sys- 
tematic series of visits to museums in Paris and between there 
and Lyon, the home of his in-laws. 

Philip C. F. Smith attended, as did several of us, the open- 
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ing of the U.S.S. Constitution Museum in April, and in early 
May attended the Bath Marine Museum’s symposium on 
wooden shipbuilding. On June 27, he gave a talk on “Sa- 
lem’s Vanished Waterfront: Neck Gate to Knockers’ Hollow” 
during the Derby Days celebrations at Derby Wharf. He once 
more arranged for the Salem Marine Society annual dinner at 
the Museum. Again, he spent a month in England with his 
family, mostly on a holiday but as always visited several mu- 
seums and special exhibitions. In September he gave a lecture 
at the Essex Institute on the occasion of the publication in 
book form of his work, Captain Samuel Tucker, 1747-1833, 
Continental Navy, previously published in the July issue of the 
Institute’s Historical Collections. In November he went to see 
the Mariners Museum’s new exhibitions and to Washington 
D. C. to do research at the Department of Naval History. He 
was exceptionally honored by an invitation to a reception 
given by the Ambassador from Oman, his Excellency Ahmed 
Macki, in honor of the National Day of the Sultanate. This 
was because of a series of oil copies of the Museum’s portraits 
of Seyyid Bin Sultan and Ahmed Bin Na’aman which he 
painted that now hang in the Omani Museum in Muscat. In 
appreciation for his efforts he was presented with a beauti- 
ful silver-mounted dagger called a khanjjar. During the year 
Mr. Smith was elected to the Publications Committee as well 
as a director of the Council of American Maritime Museums, a 
Council member of the North American Society for Oceanic 
History, a Council member for the Colonial Society of Massa- 
chusetts, and a member of the Massachusetts Historical Society. 

Sally Ingalls gave lectures to the Marblehead Garden Club 
at the Marblehead Neck Sanctuary as well as a number of 
other talks on birds and shells. She continued as Treasurer of 
the Essex County Ornithological Club and was elected the 
President. As in other years, she was also in charge of the Cape 
Ann Christmas Count and the Breeding Bird Atlas for Mas- 
sachusetts Audubon in this area. Together with her husband 
and Sarah Robbins, head of our Education Department, she

made a wonderful trip to New Guinea, where they spent several 
weeks and were able to go into remote areas of the Sepik River 
and the Highland regions. 

Markham W. Sexton also went to Europe this past summer, 
touring Switzerland and Germany especially. While there he 
photographed displays and labeling techniques in museums 
in Zurich and in Celle and Bremen, Germany. 

Libby Ingalls spent ten days in Wyoming, making visits to 
museums in Chicago and Detroit en route. She also visited 
London and the Scilly Isles. 


Volunteers 


Our volunteer staff becomes larger, more experienced, more 
competent, and therefore of ever greater assistance to our pro- 
fessional staff. Including the guides, volunteers now number 
somewhere between 130 and 140 people and it is impossible 
to say how many thousands of hours they give this institution 
every year. 

I have mentioned a number of them by name in other sections 
of this report, where they have worked on particular projects. 
But there are many who come in and turn their hand to almost 
any odd job that is given to them. All of the guides are listed 
in the front of the report and I was delighted when Marjorie 
Hansen agreed to become Chairman of that group again and 
Sam Northrup agreed to become Vice-Chairman. William 
Eldridge, in addition to his work in Archeology, also did much 
carpentry for exhibits. We regret that Frank Adams, who 
has spent so many years volunteering for us in the Library, has 
now, in his early nineties, had to retire to a rest home. Francis 
Parkman continues to work in the Library, as do the others that 
I mentioned previously. John C. Bower, Jr. continues to be of 
editorial assistance to Mr. Smith with The American Neptune. 
Laurence Brown has been carding and filing ships’ plans and 
charts, cleaning models, building wooden drawers for storage, 
among other things. Jack Dow has reshelved the ropework 
and naval uniforms and costumes, while Harry B. Duane has 
done a great deal of miscellaneous work of various kinds. Wil- 
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liam C. Endicott has been combing the photograph files, pull- 
ing out etchings, engravings and original material for re- 
cataloguing in the print room. Hilton Fisher did a mock-up for 
exhibitions and drafted schemes for space use in the new mari- 
time storeroom, as well as filing plans relating to the archi- 
tecture of the Museum. Francis B. Lothrop has continued his 
work one day a week on the picture collection, especially re- 
lating to the China coast. Robert B. Mintern rehoused the 
scrimshaw collection in the new cabinets, Captain C. H. Pike 
spent a good deal of time filing ships’ plans, and Charles 
Fabens worked regularly in maritime storage. 

The amount of work that Janet Hopkins, in addition to her 
assistance to the Natural History Department, has done in the 
main office helping with mailings, has been perfectly enormous. 
She and several others, including Elizabeth Allen, Alice 
Walker, Dolores Jordan, Aborn Breed, Skip Robertie and 
Helen Butler, have given hundreds of hours to addressing and 
stuffing envelopes and getting all of our big mailings ready so 
that they can go out on time. 

Mr. and Mrs. E. Kenneth Haviland continued to handle a 
good deal of our Steamship correspondence, and, on two to 
four visits a year of several days each, continue their organiza- 
tion and work on our steamship photographic collections. 
Louise Moser has been very helpful to Beth Pollock, volun- 
teering her time in the slow, skillful, but artistically rewarding 
work of the Graphics Department. 


Trustees and Staff 


Fortunately, changes in our Board have been few this year. 
At the Annual Meeting in April Mary Weld Pingree, a Trustee 
since 1969, retired and was elected an Honorary Trustee. The 
Nominating Committee, which presented the same slate of 
officers as we have had for the last several years, nominated 
Dr. Catherine Coolidge to fill the vacancy on the Board. The 
election was unanimous and Dr. Coolidge accepted with en- 
thusiasm. 

Personnel on the professional staff has changed some, but 
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considering that we now pay about 35 people, the changes 
have not been great. At the semiannual meeting of the Trust- 
ees in December, Peter Fetchko, who has been my Executive 
Assistant as well as Curator of Ethnology, was elected Assis- 
tant Director, with all the responsibilities that that position 
implies. Jane A. Key, who had resigned the first of the year, 
returned in the autumn as my secretary half-time, while Susan 
Burgess took her turn at having time out for a baby. These 
two people will share the position next year. Priscilla Papin 
and Susan True continue to keep our active in-house accounts 
in order. There have been no changes in the personnel of the 
Maritime History, Ethnology, Natural History, Education, 
Library, and Photographic Departments. 

However, Patricia C. Goddard concluded her services in the 
Museum Shop in June and her place has been taken by her 
assistant, Daniéle Cushman, with the position of assistant being 
taken by Isabel Perkins. In November Charles Arthur Potter, 
who has been our Superintendent of Buildings for nearly seven- 
teen years, retired. His responsibilities, along with others, have 
been taken by Frank Duley with the title of Building Manager. 
Jeffrey Demirs, who had been one of our CETA employees, 
was hired as a custodian on the maintenance staff and we hired 
Nunzio Bonaiuto as another part-time constable. In addition, we 
were fortunate to have a number of CETA employees during 
the year. As of the year’s end we have two maintenance men, 
two guards, and two archeological assistants from this excel- 
lent program. Weekend personnel has changed more, as it 
usually consists of younger college people. Michael J. Zielin- 
ski resigned and we employed John Grimes, who resigned in 
August and was replaced by Anne Cushman and Emily 
Batchelder for weekend help on the Admissions Desk. Stepha- 
nie Shelley resigned from the Admissions and her place has 
been taken by Ellen Soares. Our weekend help in the shop was 
John Koza. The most important weekend change that has 
taken place was putting Lucy Batchelder, who is assistant in 
Ethnology, as a senior employee in charge of personnel in both 
the shop and in Admissions with the authority to move person- 
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nel back and forth to wherever they are needed most. This 
works out very efficiently with our new entrance area. 

The enormous amount of activity manifested in the accounts 
of the various departments and sections of the Museum in itself 
attests to the industry, vitality, imagination, creativity, and 
enthusiasm of our professional staff. No Director could ask for 
a better one. 

Physically, 1976 was not a good year for me and, regret- 
tably, I had to place a great deal of responsibility on other 
members of the staff. Everyone handled such responsibilities 
assigned to them competently and cheerfully and I could not 
be more grateful. But I must especially single out Peter 
Fetchko, who during the summer and at other crucial times, 
was always there in the breach picking up every administrative 
detail and seeing that it was carried through with competence, 
tactfulness, and ability.
